Austria Reds 
Admit Arrest 
Of 2 Yankees 
VIENNA, Nov. 24—(ft-An Aus­ 
trian Communist newspaper admit­ 
ted Monday the Reds arrested the 
missing American Field brothers, 
Noel and Hermann, who disappear­ 
ed behind the Iron Curtain three 
years ago. 
Since Noel Field, former State 
Department employe, vanished in 
Prague in May, 1949, 
and his 
brother Hermann, a Cleveland ar­ 
chitect, disappeared in Warsaw in 
August, 1949, one thing has never 
been clear: 
Were they kidnapped, along with 
Noel’s German-born wife, Herta, 
and his adopted daughter, or did 
they flee the West of their own free 
will? 
The Communists, in their various 
“show” trials including the present 
accusation of Rudolf Slansky and 
others in Prague, always have con­ 
tended the Fields worked for the 
wartime U. S. Office of Strategic 
Services and were American spies. 
In the West, however, there have 
been many suggestions the broth­ 
ers were double agents and Noel, 
especially, worked for the Soviet. 
It was over this doubtful point 
that the Vienna Red newspaper 
Volksstimme

disclosed 
their arrest. It was wrong, said the 
newspaper, to call the Fields “Am­ 
erican Communists.” 
“In 
reality, 
neither 
regarded 
themselves as Communists,” the 
paper explained. “After their ar­ 
rest, the American State Depart­ 
ment voluntarily said they had a 
special mission.” 
This was the first time any Com­ 
munist organ has spoken of the 
Fields’ “ arrest.”

Joint Senate-House 
Panel Gives History 
Of Yankee Economy 


WASHINGTON, Nov. 24 - (JB-A 
Senate-House committee Monday 
said price controls had been a "m a­ 
jor factor” in stopping “hectic 
price rises” after the outbreak of 
war in Korea. 
The joint congressional Com­ 
mittee on Defense Production, in 
a report surveying price trends 
of the last two an I one-half years 
credited governmental a c t i o n 
with a major role in halting 
“rampant” inflation. 
It cited evidence, however, to 
show inflation still was a serious 
problem to consumers. 
The report was approved last 
week at a session of the joint com­ 
mittee, headed by Sen. Maybank 
(D-SC). The report was completed 
Oct. 22, before the national elec­ 
tion, but a committee staff mem­ 
ber said its release was held up be­ 
cause some said they could not 
study it adequately during the 
campaign. 
Price curbs are among the con­ 
trols expiring next April 30. One 
of the first tasks of the incoming 
Republican administration will be 
to decide whether to keep or junk 
these controls. 
* • • 
THE JOINT committee’s report 
noted the “ national economy had 
operated 
under 
restrictive 
con­ 
trols” for 18 months and added: 
“ During that time significant pro­ 
gress has been achieved in mobiliz­ 
ing the nation’s resources for de­ 
fense.” 
The committee said American 
consumers now are paying “ billions 
of additional dollars annually” be­ 
cause of the delay in imposing 
price controls after the Korean war 
began June 25,1950. The curbs went 
into effect on Jan. 26, 1951, seven 
months later. 
The report pointed out that 
■pot market, wholesale, and con­ 
sumers price indices now are 
about 10 per cent above the level 
of June, 1950. 
Inflation is continuing to take a 
toll of moderate income families, 
the report said. In the last year, 
it said, the food, rent and miscel­ 
laneous items in the price index 
have advanced almost 5 per cent, 
or much more than the index as a 
whole in the 12-month period. Yet 
these three items comprise about 
two-thirds of all purchases by mod­ 
erate income consumers. 
The committee said higher food 
costs of the last year are almost 
entirely the 
result of increased 
marketing charges, and added: 
“The 6 per cent increase in re­ 
tail costs of the market basket 
over the past year has been due 
almost entirely to the higher mar­ 
keting costs, as farm prices re­ 
mained fairly constant during this 
time.”

Businessman

police sought to learn what turned 
a respected businessman into a 
bandit, a guard who killed him be­ 
fore being overcome by gas in an 
attempted armored money truck 
robbery died Monday.

Vigilance Urged 
To Avoid Disease 
Outbreak On Farm 


A six-point defence plan to pre­ 
vent outbreaks of livestock diseases 
and thereby step up profits on 
American farms was recommended 
today by the American Veterinary 
Medical Association. 
"Every farmer should have a 
planned disease prevention pro­ 
gram of this kind,” the AVMA 
said, "because in even the most 
! healthy herd, diseases and para­ 
sites are constantly struggling to 
gain entry. 
A farm may seem to be free of 
! contagions and disease hazards one 
| w’eek and experience an outbreak 
| the next week, the moment t h e 
; livestock owner relaxes his v i g i- 
lance. Many such outbreaks could 
be avoided if this six-point p r o - 
¡gram were followed.” 
The six-point plan recommended 
by veterinary leaders includes: 
1—Feed and house livestock prop- 
| erly to keep their resistance high— 
and maintain thorough sanitation 
to prevent germs gaining a foot- 
I hold. 
• • • 
2—IF NEW' animals are brought 
to the farm, isolate them from the 
rest of the herd for several weeks 
to give latent diseases an opportun­ 
ity to show up. 
3—Hav? livestock and poultry 
vaccinated for such problems as 
( hog cholera and Newcastle disease. 
In areas where anthrax and blaek 
have baen a problem, vag,cina- 
should be 'employed against 
these diseases also. 
4—Have livestock tested periodic­ 
ally for brucellosis and tuberculos­ 
is. and follow officially recommend­ 
ed control programs. 
5—If disease symptoms appear, 
or animals seem to act strangely, 
obtain 
a 
veterinary 
diagnosis 
promptly to prevent disease from 
spreading and to bring any threat­ 
ened outbreak under control. 
6—Stay away from sick animals 
on neighboring farms to a v o i d 
bringing diseases to the home farm 
on shoes, clothing or other ve­ 
hicles. 
If all farmers would follow these 
six precautions throughout the year 
they could add enormously to their 
livestock profits, the AVMA says.

OF ALL WHO CANNOT SEE 
War Gives A Man Some Sense; 


More Tolerant When He Returns

Reading through touch, world's

CHICAGO—This story of the 
world-wide celebration of the 100th 
anniversary of one of the greatest 
Inventions never will be read by 
the most active participants in the 
observance—not in this form, at 
least. 
If it is punched out, however, In 
the ingenious raised dots of the 
alphabet devised by Louis Braille, 
the reading audience will be ex­ 
panded to include the thousands of 
blind persons for whom the world 
of literature and learning was 
opened in the mid-Nineteenth Cen- 
( tury by the French Inventor. 
Leaders of 20 organizations con­ 
verged upon this city to hail what 
has happened to help the blind 
since Braille made practical the 
system of touch reading and writ­ 
ing originally suggested in 1825 by 
Capt. Charles Bar bier, a young 
French cavalry officer. 
Before blind persons were able 
to read and write in their own me­ 
dium, their leaders pointed out, 
most of them were fated to be 
> beggars. Now Dr. S. B. Bruson, a 
physicist at the Argonne Atomic 
Energy Research Center here and 
a member of the Braille centen­ 
nial committee, is doing work that 
is typical of the big jobs held down 
by many of the sightless. 
• 
• 
• 
THE NATIONAL Institute for 
the Blind now 
has electrically 
driven presses which can print 
6.000 pages of Braille an hour, and 
► this is a boon for the estimated 
300.000 blind persons in the United 
States as well as hundreds of thou­ 
sands in other countries. 
It marks a great advance In re­ 
cent years over the production in 
1877-90 of the first complete copy 
of the Bible in Braille. Frank Hall, 
an American inventor of a stereo­ 
type machine for punching out 
Braille, produced every individual 
character in the 39 volumes. 
The blind people honoring Braille 
on the hundredth anniversary of 
his death wish that the French­ 
man could have witnessed the 
great development of his system, 
Dr. Burson explains. Although he 
perfected the technique in 1829, it 
was not given official recognition 
until two years after his death.

literature if epened to the blind. 


Now Braille haa been adapted 
even to the Chinese language, and 
a magazine is published in Esper­ 
anto, the proposed International 
language. 
There have been many other sys­ 
tems, and 23 methods of embossed 
printing were In existence when 
Braille tackled the problem. One 
of them, invented by Dr. William 
Moon of Brighton, England, uses 
characters retaining the conven­ 
tional Roman alphabet outlines, 
and is preferred for reading by 
many who become blind in adult 
life. 
• 
• 
• 
HOWEVER, the groups honoring 
Braille point out that it is the ver­ 
satility of his system which makes 
it so popular. More than 500,000 
volumes and pamphlets have been 
printed in the Moon system, but 
it is not practical for the individual 
blind person to write with i t 
Using a blunt awl and a stereo­ 
type, blind people can easily write 
notes and letters as well as longer 
articles. In composing It is neces­ 
sary to write 'rom right to left 
so that the paper can be turned 
over and read conventionally from 
left to right, but it Is a knack that 
is quickly mastered, say the Braille 
advocates. 
Braille hit upon the Idea of using 
blocks of six dots for each of his 
letters. Sixty-three varying com­ 
binations are possible, and this 
nicely takes care of the 26 letters 
In the alphabet, the numerals, and 
many special characters Including 
punctuation marks and even the 
seven notes of the musical scale. 
The blind persons participating 
In the celebration here put on a 
convincing show of great profi­ 
ciency in rapid reading. 
Braills 
decks were used by expert bridge 
and canasta players, and cheas 
and domino sets were featured. 
Ingenious mathematical devices 
enable the blind to take shortcuts 
with Braille so that they can run 
circles around the ordinary calcu­ 
lators in speed competitions. 
However, Dr. Burson and his as­ 
sociates are proudest of the new 
Braille literature being compiled 
steadily in the professional and 
technical fields. He predicts that 
it will open the last frontiers of 
employment to the blind.

The American soldier is known to 
have a wide heart. He proved it 
here in an unusual way. 
They passed the hat recently 
among 
some 
25,000 
or 
more 
troops here during a United Fund 
campaign. The money solicited 
was for 23 charities in nine neigh­ 
boring 
communities 
of 
t h i s 
sprawling 15.000-acre camp. 
Some 20,000 soldiers kicked in 
for a total of $9,350. The amounts 
given ranged from a few pen­ 
nies to $20. 
The result has made the camp 
com m ander rather proud. It left 
some of the local citizens feeling 
rather ashamed. 
The reason: Most of the sold­ 
iers who contributed to the drive 
were in transit, men just enter­ 
ing the service or mpn leaving 
it. Only a handful have any per­ 
manent connection here. Yet the 
camp increased its contributions 
650 per cent over a year ago, 
while the citizens who live in the 
communities lagged behind their 
goal.

days,” commented

Charles F. Craig, who regards 
the record troop contributions as 
proof that “ Army men want to 
become part of whatever com­ 
munity they are stationed in, and 
help serve its needs.”

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Reading through touch, world's lltoroturo is opened to tho blind.

CHICA OO—This story of the 
world-wide celebration of the 100th 
anniversary of one of the greatest 
inventions never will be read by 
the moat active participants in the 
observance—not in this form, at 
least. 
If it Is punched out, however, In 
tile ingenious raised dots of the 
alphabet devised by Louis Braille 
the reading audience will be ex 
pended to include the thousands of 
blind persons for whom the world 
of literature and 
learning was 
opened in the mid-Nineteenth Cen 
tury by the French Inventor. 
Leaders of 20 organisations con 
verged upon this city to hail what 
has happened to help the blind 
since Braille made practical the 
system of touch reading and writ­ 
ing originally suggested in 1825 by 
Clapt. Charles Barbier, a young 
French cavalry officer. 
Before blind persons were able 
to read and w'rite in their own me­ 
dium, their leaders pointed out, 
most of them were fated to be 
beggars. Now Dr. S. B. Bra son, a 
physicist at the Argonne Atomic 
Energy Research Center here and 
a member of the Braille centen 
nisi committee, is doing work that 
is typical of the big Jobs held down 
by many of the sightless. 


THE NATIONAL Institute for 
the 
Blind 
now has electrically 
driven presses which can print 
6.000 pages of Braille an hour, and 
8 this is a boon for the estimated 
300.000 blind persons In the United 
States as well as hundreds of thou­ 
sands in other countries. 
It marks a giant advance in re­ 
cent years over the production in 
1877-00 of the first complete copy 
of the Bible in Braille. Frank Hall, 
an American inventor of a stereo­ 
type machine for punching out 
Braille, produced every individual 
character in the 39 volumes. 
a 
The blind people honoring Braille 
on the hundredth anniversary of 
his death wish that the French­ 
man 
could 
have witnessed the 
great development of his system. 
Dr. Burson explains. Although he 
perfected the technique In 1829, It 
was not given official recognition 
until two years after his death. 
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Now Braille has been adapted 
even to the Chinese language, and 
a magazine is published in Esper­ 
anto, the proposed international 
language. 
There have been many other sys­ 
tems, and 23 methods of embossed 
printing were in existence when 
Braille tackled the problem. One 
of them, Invented by Dr. William 
Moon of Brighton, England, uses 
characters retaining the conven­ 
tional Roman alphabet outlines, 
and is preferred for reading by 
many who become blind in adult 
life. 


HOWEVER, the groups honoring 
Braille point out that It Is the ver­ 
satility of his system which makes 
it so popular. More than 500,000 
volumes and pamphlets have been 
printed In the Moon system, but 
it is not practical for the individual 
blind person to write with it. 
Using a blunt aw) and a stereo­ 
type, blind people can easily write 
notes and letters as well as longer 
articles. In composing It Is neces­ 
sary to write 'rom right to left 
so that the paper can be turned 
over and read conventionally from 
left to right, but it Is a knack that 
Is quickly mastered, say the Braille 
advocates. 
Braille hit upon the idea of using 
blocks of six dots for each of his 
letters. Sixty-three varying com­ 
binations are possible, and this 
nicely takes care of the 26 letters 
In the alphabet, the numerals, and 
many special characters including 
punctuation marks and even the 
seven notes of the musical scale. 
The blind persons participating 
In the celebration here put on a 
convincing show of great profi­ 
ciency in rapid reading. 
Brains 
decks were used by expert bridge 
and canasta players, and chess 
and domino sets were featured. 
Ingenious mathematical devices 
enable the blind to take shortcuts 
with Braille so that they can run 
circles around the ordinary calcu­ 
lators in speed competitions. 
However, Dr. Burson and his as­ 
sociates are proudest of the new 
Braille literature being compiled 
steadily In the professional and 
technical fields. He predicts that 
it will open the last frontiers of 
employment to the blind.

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BRIGHTER DAYS AHEAD 
THE AGRICULTURAL ECONOMY of 
several important areas throughout t h e 
nation have been given, a serious setback 
by a drouth which has continued through 
the late Summer and Fall months. Less 
than an inch of rain was recorded in west­ 
ern Kansas during the seeding of the Win­ 
ter wheat crop. 
The entire state of Kansas has been men­ 
aced by grass fires, water shortages are 
plaguing some communities, and the en­ 
tire situation is one to cause concern. 
But the people of Kansas and other states 
which are equally hard hit by drouth have 
gone through similar experiences in t h e 
past, and will not be discouraged by a pros­ 
pect which is not entirely pleasing. The 
present situation is reported to be less 
grave than that of the so-called dust bowl 
period, during which the drouth lasted for 
years. 
Those who stuck it out then on the parch­ 
ed plains came through victorious to one 
of the brightest periods in the West’s his­ 
tory. 


NEW TREND 
IT IS REPORTED UNIONS are secretly 
starting to buy corporation c o m m o n 
stocks. According to the Wall Street Jour­ 
nal, local unions particularly have been in­ 
vesting in mutual fund shares as a means 
of providing higher income and hedging 
against inflation. 
The Journal anticipates that national un­ 
ions, with greater funds to work with, will 
soon begin to emulate the locals. Most 
union funds heretofore have gone into gov­ 
ernment bonds. 
Though union officials are reluctant to 
have this new trend generally known, the 
practice may prove a stabilizing factor in 
the American economy. Justifiably the un­ 
ions have been mainly investing in mutual 
shares instead of stocks of one company 
'Whether union funds, representing pen­ 
sion surpluses or revenue from dues, get 
into corporation financing directly or indi­ 
rectly, the act of investing gives unions a 
tangible stake in American capitalism. 
There have been instances in the past 
where unions have bought so heavily into 
enterprises as to become the controlling 
factor. 
In such event, however, they shed their 
union roles and become capitalistic en­ 
trepreneurs.

The Earl of Jowitt, who is about to pub­ 
lish a book in defense of Alger Hiss, has 
already produced a preliminary article on 
the subject which gives his point of view. 
He almost reminds me of a feminine Hiss- 
ite who came up with the theory that Alger 
Hiss was all the time an agent for o u r 
government, who had to take the rap so 
as not to give away his superiors! 
The Earl battles with a firmer pen if not 
with greater logic. First of all, he sets out 
to give the impression, in polite but none­ 
theless sure language, that Chambers is 
mad. He does not say so, for in England 
that would undoubtedly be libel per se, as 
the Earl is only a lawyer and not a psychi­ 
atrist. 
Nevertheless, as one reads what the Earl 
has to say, it is difficult to believe that he 
does not desire to convince that Chambers 
is mad. He says: 
“But Mr. Chambers has no misgivings: 
He is right—and all who differ from him 
are wrong. He sees himself as the modern 
St. George, clad in shining armour and en­ 
gaged in deadly combat with the dragon of 
Communism. As for the case, it is not a 
mere case in which an individual c a l l e d 
Chambers is testifying against an individ­ 
ual called Hiss. It is a ‘tragedy of history.* 
The generation is on trial and Chambers 
is a witness to God’s Grace. The contest is 
a contest between the forces of good (as 
I represented by Chambers) and the forces 
of evil (as represented by Hiss); and what 
is involved in the contest is the soul of the 
American people—indeed of the whole free 
world.” 
How wrong is Chambers? There is some­ 
thing of the devil in any man who sells out 
his own country. Chambers did it, repented 
and tried to make amends. The greatest 
cost of this psychological process is t h e 
acknowledgment of a wasted self. 
Hiss, equally guilty, if not more so, 
proudly continues to deny what he knows 
to be true; is wholly unrepentent, makes 
no amends. 
Suppose every word that Chambers said 
of Hiss were untrue, it would be possible 
to reconstruct the Hiss story from what we 
now know of the Harold Ware cell in Wash­ 
ington, its infiltration into the A.A.A. and 
the Nye and La Follette committees. Earl 
Jowitt is moving into a mare’s nest, for, 
a lawyer, he deals only with the record be­ 
fore him. But the public will deal with the 
whole record, much of which has been un­ 
available because the Administration pre­ 
vented its use. What the Earl is going to 
do, when he comes here to lecture, as I 
am told he intends to do in grand form, is 
that he will stimulate a Congressional de­ 
mand for the whole record. 
The Earl’s article, from which I quote, 
raises questions which for most Americans 
have been answered, but the gist of this 
learned jurist’s analysis of the subject is 
an ad hominem attack on Chambers, not 
only to establish that he is mad but that 
it is a form of congenital madness. That 
was tried during the Hiss trials by t h e 
psychiatrist, Dr. Carl A. L. Binger, with 
sad results for Binger.

DIET AND HEALTH 
The First Day of Life Holds 
The Most Hazards for Infants 


By NHMUN N. BVNMSIN, M.D. 
i porary organ Unking the baby to 
"IT was as natural aa b rea th -;the mother's womb, becomes de- 
ing!” we often say. Yet the p ro b -1 Cached before the baby la born, 
lem of breathing Is one of the Thla 8huts ° a 
oxygen supply 
greatest hazards to life before we 
are a day old. 
Modern medical science has re­ 
duced the number of early deaths 
until m an’s normal span of life 
has approached seventy. None of 
the hasards at various stages of 
life, however, are more threaten­ 
ing than those of the infant’s 
first day. In fact, if the death rate 
for the first day were to continue 
throughout life, the average Ufe 
span of man would coma to only 
about three months. 
Mortality Bate 
While mortality from eonta- 
glous and oth er diseases has 
dropped very greatly, the mor­ 
tality rate on the first day of life 
has not decreased too substan­ 
tially in the past generation. 
About ont out of every ninety- 
three babies born now dies the 
first day. 
One of the top reasons for these 
deaths, as pointed out by Pathol­ 
ogist Dr. Edith Potter, is asphyxia 
from lack of oxygen. 
As long as the baby is growing 
In his mother’s womb, he has no 
difficulty because the mother 
supplies all his oxygen require­ 
ments. Upon birth, however, the 
baby has to take care of his own 
oxygen needs by breathing. 
Lack of oxygen Is responsible 
for sixty per cent of the deaths 
during the first hours of Ufe, it 
la believed. 
Sometimes the placenta, a tern- ' 


to the baby. 
Damaging Effects 
Anesthetics and drugs given to 
ease the mother may also have 
an effect on the baby, causing 
severe damage. Doctors know 
that the use of anesthetics should 
not be overdone. It Is well to re- 
Ueve the mother’s pains, but not 
at the expense of a baby’s life. 
Hospitals are becoming more 
and more alert to this problem of 
asphyxia. They are supplying 
heated cribs with oxygen avail­ 
able for the newborns who hava 
difficulty breathing on their own. 
There are also specially con­ 
structed resuscitators — devices 
to help infants start breathing 
successfully when they seem un­ 
able to do so by themselves. These 
are very effective In saving the 
lives of many Infants who might 
otherwise have died. 


QUESTIONS AND ANSWERS 
F. A. M.: My girl, seven, is ap­ 
proximately 
10 
pounds over­ 
weight. Is it advisable to put such 
a young child on a diet? 
Answer: It is not advisable for 
children to reduce until they have 
reached their full growth. How­ 
ever, the diet should contain an 
abundance of fruits, vegetables 
and milk, with smaller amounts 
of starches and sugars. In this 
way, the child will receive the 
necessary foods for maintaining 
health, but will not put on exces­ 
sive weight.

Child Problems 
and Solutions

Mom has long been hailed as a 
heroine of the annual American fall 
festival.

She In­ 
variably reaches her culinary peak, 
with the bird roasted to golden 
brown perfection, the dressing a 
gourmet’s dream and the potatoes 
and gravy a symphony of good­ 
ness; all crowned by incomparable 
pumpkin pie! 
However, she accomplishes these 
miracles in the comparative pri­ 
vacy of the kitchen while the rest 
of the family ’s engaged in such 
arduous chores as watching the 
annual high school football classic, 
staring at television or decorating 
the mattress for a few hours’ extra 
snooze. 
Not so for Pop. When it comes 
time for him to do his duty with 
the carving set, he must do so in 
the full glare of all the family's 
rapt attention. 
Each move he

Promote your health with meat, 
eggs, butter, cheese, fresh fruits, 
green and yellow vegetables and 
whole wheat bread. Cut down on 
sweets in food and drink. 
See that your children observe 
the rules of dental health. Get back 
of your local dental society for 
fluoridation of water in your com­ 
munity. Help add your city to the 
125 American cities now fluoridat­ 
ing their water supply. Tooth decay 
may thus be reduced by about 60 
per cent. 
• • • 
IF YOUR community does not 
have fluoridated water, ask your 
dentist to apply the fluoride treat­ 
ment to your child’s teeth, if he is 
under fifteen. This can reduce de­ 
cay by about 40 per cent. 
Tooth decay now affects about 98 
per cent of our children. Half the 
two-year-olds of the nation have 
one or more decayed teeth. The 
average five-year-old has six. 
The average youth of sixteen has 
seven decayed, filled or missing 
teeth. At the present rate the aver­ 
age person may expect to have 20 


damaged teeth between the ages of 
25 and 30, and 25 damaged, filled 
or missing teeth out of his original 
32 permanent teeth at 65. 
Take your child to the dentist 
as soon as his baby teeth have 
come in-between the age of two 
and three. 
These primary teeth pave the 
way for the permanent teeth. Ne­ 
glect these baby teeth and the per­ 
manent ones may emerge crooked­ 
ly. 
Early regular visits to the dentist 
also help the child to escape fears 
and to acquire normal courage and 
readiness to cooperate. (We start­ 
ed our children when they were 
two.) 
Ever so many children not taken 
to the dentist till they have a num­ 
ber of decayed or disappearing 
teeth may experience so much dis­ 
comfort as to have terrible fears of 
dental visits. Such tragedies may 
be avoided by the child who visits 
the dentist even before he has the 
first decay, especially if he con­ 
tinues to have the same dentist who 
understands children and spends 
plenty of time and patience in win­ 
ning their confidence and coopera­ 
tion. 
In order to encourage such a den­ 
tist, we parents must expect him to 
charge us according to the time 
and skill he expends. Most parents, 
alas, expect to pay less—like movie 
admissions. 
We best begin when the child is 
i born to prepare him to be a good 
1 dental visitor by cultivating in him 
normal courage and self-reliance.

Child Problems 
and Solutions

Twenty-five years ago a number 
o* writers on dental health pooh- 
poohed the brushing of teeth ex­ 
cept for aesthetic reasons. 
All emphasis was placed on 
proper nutrition. More recently 
the pendulum has swung to be 
more nearly common sense. 
From the American Dental Soci­ 
ety comes the advice: Brush your 
teeth within ten 
minutes 
after 
every meal for af least three min­ 
utes a day. Drink plenty of milk. 
Promote your health with meat, 
eggs, butter, cheese, fresh fruits, 
green and yellow vegetables 
and 
whole wheat bread. Cut down on 
sweets in food and drink. 
See that your children observe 
the rules of dental health. Get back 
of your local dental society for 
fluoridation of water in your com­ 
munity. Help add your city to the 
125 American cities now fluoridat­ 
ing their water supply. Tooth decay 
may thus be reduced by about 60 
per cent. 
• • • 
IE YOUR community does not 
have fluoridated water, ask your 
dentist to apply the fluoride treat- I 
ment to your child’s teeth, if he is 
under fifteen. This can reduce de­ 
cay by about 40 per cent. 
Tooth decay now affects about 98 
per cent of our children. Half the 
two-year-olds of the nation have 
one or more decayed teeth. The 
average five-year-old has six. 
The average youth of sixteen has \ 
seven decayed, filled or missing 
teeth. At the present rate the aver­ 
age person may expect to have 20 


damaged teeth between the ages of 
I 25 and 30, and 25 damaged, filled 
or missing teeth out of his original 
32 permanent teeth at 65. 
Take your child to the dentist 
as soon as his baby teeth have 
come in-betw een the age of two 
, and three. 
These prim ary teeth pave the 
way for the permanent teeth. Ne­ 
glect these baby teeth and the per­ 
manent ones may emerge crooked­ 
ly. 
Early regular visits to the dentist 
also help the child to escape fears 
and to acquire normal courage and 
readiness to cooperate. (We start­ 
ed our children when they were 
I two.) 
Ever so many children not taken 
to the dentist till they have a num­ 
ber of decayed or disappearing 
teeth may experience so much dis­ 
comfort as to have terrible fears of 
dental visits. Such tragedies may 
be avoided by the child who visits 
the dentist even before he has the 
first decay, especially if he con­ 
tinues to have the same dentist who 
understands children and spends 
plenty of time and patience in win­ 
ning their confidence and coopera­ 
tion. 
In order to encourage such a den­ 
tist, we parents must expect him to 
charge us according to the time 
and skill he expends. Most parents, 
alas, expect to pay less—like movie 
admissions, 
We best begin when the child is 
born to prepare him to be a good 
dental visitor by cultivating in him 
normal courage and self-reliance.
